The chief anxiety in running a business. is caused by 
the credit system.

uarters to meet his engagements, and he nas alwa 
this sword hanging by a thread above his head. He 
gets irritable, his nerves are affected, he snaps at bis 
wife and growls at his children—and the pani syatem 
is at the bottom of it all. 

The public will go to a co-operative store and pay 
cash, because they are com and if they want any- 
thing beyond the scope of what they have to spend, they 
go to the tradysman and run an account. 

The credit m is an incentive to unthrifty and 
shiftless ‘habits, and as such ought to be abolished. 
Furthermore, it stands to reason that it is the 
deareat way of buying. When a tradesman knows 
he will have to give credit, he is a poor hand at 
his business if he cannot get paid for waiting for his 


money. 

If, on the other hand, his current prices allow of 
credit he is doing an injustice to the spot cash cus- 
tomer who gives him no trouble. 

It may be urged that the abol:tion of the credit 


system in retailing would be a hardship upon the work- 
ing classes. This is not so. Thesystem has ruined far 
more homes in the industrial classes than it has ever 


assisted. 

It has given birth to a bastard style of trade, by 
which the working classes are induced to buy many.

The credit system is a bar to honest striving, and 
many a husband and wife have lost their self-respect 
owing to the miserable subterfuges to which they are 
compelled to resort to postpone payment. The great 
numbers of working pores who belong to co-operative 
societies are compelled to pay cash for all they get, and 
they fall into the habit—the admirable habi paying 
for what they as they get it. The same le 
dealing at an shop _—. develop a habit of 
“ticking it up,” to their own iment and the loss and 
worry of the shopkeeper. 

To those who would argue that the abolition of 
credit in the retailing of goods and the necessaries of 
life is impracticable, we would point to the various 
stores the Post Office. There is no “tick” at the 
latter establishment foranybody. “ Money down,” says 
His Majesty's Government, and that is why thousands 


of us do not get our stamps “on tick.”

12th July, 1856.—Tho final evacuation of the Crimea

to the National Debt, and cost us 24,000 killed. 


13th July, 1680.—The last great clan fight in Scot- 


land was fought this dey at Altimarlach, near Wick. It 
was a fight for the Earldom of Caithness between Campbell 
of Glenorchy, the nominee of the Privy Council, and George 
Sinclair of Keiss. Each clan put from 800 to 1200 men in 
the field. The forces met about two miles up Wick River. 
Glenorchy was able to press the Sinclairs so severel 
that they rushed for the river only to be slaughtered. Bock 
was the havoc wrought by the Campbells in a few minutes, 
that a bridge was formed across the river of tle dead bodies 
of the Sinclairs. The number killed is stated at 200. It 
was on this invasf¥a of Caithness that the two popular airs, 
“The Campbells are Coming” and “Lord Breadalbane’s 
March,” were compozed by Glenorchy’s piper. 


14th July, 1737.—When the Courts were sitting in 


Westminster Hall, in the afternoon, a <) r parcel, 
containing fireworks, which had been pio gr he 
served, exploded with a loud noise, creating great terror 
and confusion. As the crackers burst, they th

five libels wou publicly burned in Westminster Hall. 
The libels specified in the bills were fivo very salutary but 
most unpopular Acts of Parliament lately . One of 
these printed bills being taken to the Court of King’s Bench, 
the grand jy — it as a wicked, false, and a ccan- 
dalous libel ; and a proclamation was issued for discovering 
the ms concerned, and a reward of £200 was oTered 
for the detection of the author, printer, or publisher of the 
bills. No trace of the offenders was, however, found. 


18th July, 4815.—Napoleon I. weat on board the 
British man-of-war, Bellerophon. Hopeless after Waterloo, 
he had abdicated on June 22nd; he was virtually a prisoner, 
and was endeavouring to escape to America, but the British 
blockade was too strictly kept, and he was thwarted in this 
design. He sent two messengers to the Bellerophon, 
ostensibly to inquire whether his had arrived, 80 
that he might carry out his desire to go to the New World. 
Captain Maitland replied in the negative, and suggested 
that he should take refugo in England, as he would most 
probably not be safe in France. Napoleon agreed, wrote a 
characteristic letter to the Prince Regent—in which he 
placed himself under the protection of his “ most powerful, 
moet constant, and most us” enemy—and then went 
on board the British man.of-war, where he was treated like 
an Emperor. It was ultimately decided that he was the 
prisoner of the Allies, and he was sent to St. Helena. 


16th July, 1660.—Tho privilege of “franking ” letters 
for free transmigsion through the post, hitherto confined to 
the Sovereign and executive, was on this date extended to 
members of both houses of Parliament. In theory franks 
applied only to letters on public business, but in fact they 
were made to-cover anything “ between a man and a Bible.” 
The records of the Post Office show that franks were used 
for hounds, maid-servants, etc.,and oneentry reads: “ Dr. 
Creighton, with him a cow and divers necessaries.” 
Later, when the privilege was restricted to (at least osten- 
sible) letter packets, Members of Parliament signed 
large quantities of covers and gave them away or even sold 
them. In 1715, £24,000 worth of franked letters passed 
through the Post Office, and in 1763 no less than £170,000 
worth. eel carey 2 was finally abolished when the penny 
post was tuted in 1840. 


17th July, 1865.—The first match on the new cricket 
und at Kennington Oval was playod between tho 
and old Montpelier clubs. The latter, which 
helped to form the present Surrey Club, had been instru- 
mental in securing the market m out of which the 
Oval was made. At that period the River Effra, which now 
runs out of sight seecnge. 8 large drain, flowed on the south 
of the Oval. e Rev. W. Montgo , in his “ History of 
Kennington,” says : “ The high te banks, which are so 
much appreciated by sightseers at the Oval, are composed 
of the soil dugout of the plate where the river now runs. 
It was a great boon to the contractors to have a place so 
near to host their earth, and they consented, in return for 
this favour, to make the banks in the Oval, which are now 
concrete terraces, and turf them free of charge.” 


18th July, 1820.—There is a ition still to be 
met with in many of Europe and not confined to the 
ignorant, to the effect that the famil clock stops at the 
moment of the death of the head of the family. It 
was doubtless this superstitious belief that induced 
Vulliamy, the King’s clockmaker, to write, on this 
date, an experience of his own on the 29th of the 
previous January—ar. experience, as he would naturally 
think, that interested the whole nation. On going to 
wind up the House of Lords’ clock, he states: “We 
found the clock be nes down, oo — the Pro. 
ceding evening, without any apparent cause, at a quarter 
pases: eleven o'clock, bein any the time at which His 
Majesty King George III. expired. The clock was not 
out of order and did not want cleaning.”
